Th e new minimu m wage, effec­ 
tiv e nex t March 1, applies to 24- 
millio n wo rkers co v ered by th e 
Federal Fair Labo r Standards Act. 
It is ex pected to mean wage in­ 
creases fo r abo u t 2,100,000 em ­ 
plo y es, mo stly in th e So u th . 
Th e 
o ld minimu m was 7 3 cents an h o u r. 
Eisenh o wer h ad reco mmended a 
9 0-eent minimu m. 
Unio n labo r 
leaders wanted $1.25. 
Th e po lio bill pro v ides 
30 mil­ 
lio n do llars to be allo cated to th e 
states to pro v ide free po lio v ac­ 
cine u nder state pro grams. Allo ­

S. so ldier gu ards began th ro wing 
a sand bag barricade acro ss th e 
cau seway leading to th e mainland. 
Rh ee, ch arging Po lish and Czech 
members o f th e Neu tral Natio ns 
Su perv iso ry Co mmissio n arc Co m­ 
mu nist spies, h as demanded th ey 
leav e by midnigh t. 
Rio to u s Ko rean demo nstratio ns 
and assau lts o n tru ce team co m­ 
po u nds in th e past week h av e in­ 
ju red 22 U. S. so ldiers and abo u t 
100 Ko reans. 
A screaming mo b o f 3,000 Ko r­ 
eans assau lted th e gates o f a tru ce 
team co mpo u nd at K angu nu g o n 
th e east co ast y esterday . One Ko ­ 
rean was wo u nded as U.S. tro o ps 
fo ug ht them o ff with tear gas and 
scattered gu n fire.* 
Th e 8th A rm y said th e 22-y ear- 
o ld demo nstrato r was “sligh tly ” 
h u rt. Ko rean po lice said h e was 
critically inju red. 


At Ku nsan o n th e west co ast, 
200 demo nstrato rs clash ed briefly 
with U.S. gu ards lo bby ing tear 
gas grenades.

Thomas Mann, 
Famed Author, 
Dies in Zurich 


ZURICH, Switzerland, (iP—Th o m­ 
as Mann, 8 0, famed German-bo rn 
au th o r wh o se bo o ks were bu rned 
by th e th o u sands in Hitler’s Reich , 
died last nigh t fo llo wing a h eart 
attack. 
Mann, winner o f th e 1929 No bel 
Prize fo r literatu re, left Germany 
sh o rtly after Hitler came to po w­ 
er. He went to th e United States 
befo re Wo rld War II and became 
an American citizen in 1944. 
He h ad been activ e u ntil last 
mo nth wh en h e was stricken with 
ph lebitis, a v ein inflatio n, wh ile 
v acatio ning in Ho lland. His ph y s­ 
ician said a “ general co nditio n o f 
weakness” cau sed h is death after 
th e h eart attack. 
Mann, h is wife, Katja, and th eir 
dau gh ter, Ericka, h ad liv ed in a 
small h o u se o v erlo o king th e lake 
o f Zu rich . 
M ann’s first 
no v el, 
“ Bu dden- 
bro o ks,” written 54 y ears ago , was 
described by h im as th e “ finest 
su ccess o f my life.” Mo re th an 25 
bo o ks fo llo wed. “ Th e Magic Mo u n­ 
tain,” pu blish ed in 1924, was co n­ 
sidered by m any to be h is best 
wo rk and was especially po pu lar 
in th e United States. 
Mann and h is wife celebrated 
th eir 50th 
wedding 
anniv ersary 
last Febru ary . Th ey 
h ad 
th ree 
dau gh ters and th ree so ns. Th e eld­ 
est so n, Klau s, died in 1949.

To day as a h u ndred Gu ardsmen o f th e Misso u ri Natio nal Gu ard 
detrain and tram p acro ss th e city to th e A rmo ry at th e co nclu sio n 
o f th eir annu al two -week camp maneu v ers, th eir fo o tsteps are a 
feeble ech o o f th e 15 millio n men wh o march ed, sailed o r flew in­ 
to th e battles th at raged acro ss th e entire so -called civ ilized wo rld 
ju st a sh o rt decade ago ; th at saw pro u d cities smash ed into th e 
du st; to ppled natio ns; added 4 00,000 cro sses to th o se silent biv o u acs 
o f th e dead in cemeteries th at girdle th e glo be; and ran u p a stag­ 
gering to tal o f mo re th an 
1,000,000 casu alties. 
Th e big gu ns gro wled th eir last defiance; th e wrar planes swo o p­ 
ed do wn fo r th eir final landing and acro ss a w ar sh attered wo rld 
a co llectiv e sigh o f relief as th e ch u rch bells danced to a wild tu ne 
o f rejo icing and facto ry wh istles sh rilled th eir h appy anno u nce­ 
ment th at peace h ad co me at lo ng last.

We are engaged in a 
stru ggle no less deadly becau se it is being fo u gh t with wo rds, and 
v icto ry fo r decency , mo rality and demo cracy can co me o nly if we 
remember, h eed, and pu t into effectiv e o peratio n th e warning o f 
a great American wh o said, y ears and y ears ago , “Eternal v igi­ 
lance is th e price o f peace,” by maintaining an adequ ate defense. 
Lest we fo rget. Remember wh en th e ch u rch bells call u s to wo r­ 
sh ip to mo rro w th at we h av e th e righ t to wo rsh ip in th e ch u rch o f 
o u r ch o ice; th e righ t to ex press o u r o pinio ns and th e priv ilege o f 
freedo m o nly becau se millio ns h av e fo u gh t and died th at we migh t 
h av e th em. Th ey are a h eritage bo u gh t with th e bio o d and sacri­ 
fices o f o u r kinsmen.

One generation ago boys of High 
school age work ed before and after 
school, on Saturday s and during 
vacations and thus accomplished 
two things. They learned a trade, 
and they earned their own spend­ 
ing money . In so 
doing, 
they 
learned the value of a dollar. Many 
y oung men and women still follow 
that procedure, but we have our 
doubt about their ability to find 
very many odd, fill-in part time 
jobs at $1 per hour. 
Another factor enters the pic­ 
ture, and this could be developed 
into a full-length 
book , 
Semi­ 
sk illed work ers who now receive 
say $1.15 
an hour will not be sat­ 
isfied with their w age scale as soon 
as the beginner, the novice, draw 
$1.00 an hour. They will demand, 
and justly so, a wider wage spre |L 
As soon as this group has 
b e e n 
raised, say to $1.45 
per hour, the' 
next higher brack et now receiving 
$1.50 
per hour, will demand—and 


get $1.75 per hour, and so the 
prairie lira will sweap through the 
entire wage structqre from bottom 
to top. 
You figure it out. 
But getting back to this problem 
of the learner in machine shops, 
and many high sk illed trades.

During that learning I 
period this person is a liability .1 
Not an asset. 
May be the wise men in Wash­ 
ington have made an exception for 
certain trades including this one, 
but unless they have there will be 
very few learners or apprentices 
in the printing trade.

Item three and last. We have 
in this country rigid crop control 
programs.

This quotation would fit the state­ 
ments of most economists. Admit­ 
tedly farm prices are not staying 
in line with prices of other 
com­ 
modities but they are influenced 
by other prices just the same. 
Indeed, says the Farm Outlook 
"published by the Missouri College 
of Agriculture, the outlook for ag­ 
riculture is lesss favorable than for 
non-agricultural business. Excerp­ 
ts are given from this publication 
as follows: 
“Land prices are expected to 
continue steady to stronger during 
the next 12 months— food prices 
will probably remain near present 
levels until corn harvest and de­ 
cline materially thereafter —corn 
production was indicated at 3,449,- 
670,000 bushels as compared to 2.9 
billion last year and 3.1 billion 
average 1944-1953. 
"Protein concentrate prices are 
10 to 20 per cent lower than a year 
ago, but slight declines are proba­ 
ble in late fall.’* Generally hay 
prices are low. 
“ Prices of better grades of fed 
cattle are expected 
to 
remain 
steady this summer and to streng­ 
then in late fall. Prices of lower 
grades probably will weaken seas- 
only until the end of the year.” 
“ Hog prices have reached the 
summer peak.”— 
“ Soybean prices are likely to re­ 
main steady until prices begin to 
adjust to new 
crop 
conditions, 
prices for the 1955 crop will be 
materially lower.” 
“ Cotton in cultivation on July 
1 was 17.096,000 acres. This was 
14 per cent below last year and 
more than 5.5 million acres below 
the most recent 10 year average. 
The cotton acreage harvested this 
year will be lowest since 1909.— 
Indicated carryover on August 1, 
1955 was-10.7 million bales—price 
forecasts for cotton are forbidden 
by law.” 
Believes in Vetch 
“ I can still see the beneficial ef­ 
fects of turning under a good crop 
of vetch four years ago.” says 
Harry Giltz. Mr. Giltz said that 
the corn on part of a field where 
vetch was turned under four years 
ago produced an estimated 15 to 
20 bushels of corn per acre more 
and the difference in yield was 
even greater the second year. He 
thinks the better results the sec­ 
ond year were because the vetch 
had been allowed to grow a little 
too long before it was turned un­ 
der for the first crop. All other 
growing conditions on the field 
were exactly the same. He says 
that the effects of the vetch are 
still noticeable on this year’s crop. 
The same dav Armor Fletcher 
also told me of the benefits of 
turning under vetch ahead of corn 
this year.

A false idea that .seed wheat of 
hard varieties needs to come from 
the states to the west is likely to 
cost some Scott county farmers 
extra expense. According to the 
Missouri College of Agriculture, 
place of origin of the seed of 
wheat varieties is of no import­ 
ance. Pure seed of any particular 
adapted wheat variety performs 
the same regardless of where the 
seed was produced, if it has good 
germination and is free of nox­ 
ious and objectionable weeds.

ZURICH. Switzerland, t/P—1T hom ­ 
as M ann, 80, fam ed G erm an-born 
author whose books w ere burned 
by the thousands in H itler’s Reich, 
died last night following a heart i 
attack. 
Mann, w inner of the 1929 Nobel 
Prize for literature, left G erm any 
shortly after Hitler cam e to pow­ 
er. He w ent to the United States 
before World W ar II and becam e 
an A m erican citizen in 1944. 
He had been active until last 
month when he was stricken with 
phlebitis, a vein inflation, while 
vacationing in Holland. His phys­ 
ician said a “ general condition of 
w eakness” caused his death after 
the heart attack.

The new minimum wage, effec­ 
tive next March I, applies to 24- 
million workers covered by the 
Federal Fair Labor Standards Act. 
It is expected to mean wage in­ 
creases for about 2,100,000 em ­ 
ployes, mostly in the South. 
The 
old minimum was 75 cents an hour. 
Eisenhower had recommended a 
90-cent minimum. 
Union labor 
leaders wanted $1.25. 
The polio bill provides 30 mil­ 
lion dollars to be allocated to the 
states to provide free polio vac­ 
cine under state programs. Allo­ 
cations will be made on the basis 
ol the state's population under 20 
years of age and per capita in­ 
come.

Thomas Manti,

ZURICH, Switzerland, (^—Thom ­ 
as Mann, 80, famed German-born 
author w’hose books were burned 
by the thousands in Hitler’s Reich, 
died last night following a heart 
attack. 
Mann, winner of the 1929 Nobel 
Prize for literature, left Germany 
shortly after Hitler came to pow­ 
er. He went to the United States 
before World War II and became 
an American citizen in 1944. 
He had been active until last 
month when he was stricken with 
phlebitis, a vein inflation, while 
vacationing in Holland. His phys­ 
ician said a “ general condition of 
weakness” caused his death after 
the heart attack. 
Mann, his wife, Katja. and their 
daughter, Ericka, had lived in a 
small house overlooking the lake 
of Zurich. 
M ann’s first 
novel, 
“ Budden- 
brooks,” written 54 years ago, was 
described by him as the “ finest 
success of my life.” More than 25 
books followed. “ The Magic Moun­ 
tain,” published in 1924. was con­ 
sidered by m any to be his best 
work and was especially popular 
in the United States.

tain reduction of tension in inter­ 
national relations,* the Soviet U n­ 
ion said today it will cut its arm ed 
forces by 640,000 men by Dec. 15. 
The official Soviet News Agency 
T^-s said the government decided 
on a reduction as a further step 
to lessen international tension and 
establish confidence among nations 
The num ber of men in Russia’s 
armed forces has never been dis­ 
closed officially. Estimates put the 
totals at 2,800,000 in the arm y and 
750.000 in the navy. 
The Soviet announcement said: 
“Recent developments, in par­ 
ticular the results of the Ge­ 
neva conference, show* that a 
certain relaxation of interna- 
tvon ti tension has tKMi ach­ 
ieved. 
"With a view to promoting 
the relaxation of international 
tension and establishing confi­ 
dence among the nations, the 
Soviet government has decid­

When Drought Strikes.Supplementary 
Irrigation Is a Farmer's Best Friend

Mother nature is « flckle aort of 
“person.” What she does or doesn't 
do seems to concern “her” not at all. 
But “her” partner—the farmer often 
becomes mighty concerned. One of 
Nature's most bothersome whims in­ 
volves rain—or the lack of it. 
Shortages of rainfall frequently 
occur during those seasons of the 
year when plants mature and need 


lots of moisture. Late summer often 
is a favorite time for a dry spell. 
Fortunately for many of Mother 
Nature’s 
up-and-coming 
partners, 
droughts are not the problem they 
once were. Farmers are ready for 
them, in many cases, with supple­ 
mentary irrigation. In fact they of­ 
ten use their systems regardless of 
average rainfall, since many crops 
do best when watered every week or 
10 days. And Nature can’t be de­ 
pended upon to keep this schedule. 


Irrigation systems may be big or small. Here is one used for water­ 
ing a 94 -acre family garden. Water is brought up a slight grade some 
400 feet from a creek. A 2 horsepower motor does the job, forcing 
water through two sets of laterals about 200 feet long. Irrigation helps 
this farmer get several crops a year out of his garden. He starts with 
potatoes. When they are being dug, he plants corn; when the corn is 
ready to lay by, he plant# turnips and greens. The system has been in 
use for several years. It Has more than paid for itself in quality of 
produee and in quantity, with vegetables not required for family con­ 
sumption going to local markets at premium prices*

When Drought Strikes.Supplementary

Mother nature is a fickle sort of 
“person.” What she does or doesn t 
do seems to concern “her” not at all. 
But “her” partner—the farmer often 
becomes mighty concerned. One of 
Nature's most bothersome whims in­ 
volves rain—or the lack of it.

Late summer often 
is a favorite time for a dry spell.

W h e n they a re b e in g d u g , he plants c o r n ; when the co rn is 
read y to lay by, he plant# turn ip s an d green s. T h e sy strm has been in 
use fo r several J ears. It has m o r e than paid fo r itself in q uality o f 
p ro d u ce an d in q u an tity , with vegetables not req u ired fo r fam ily c o n ­ 
su m p tio n g o in g to local m a rk e ts a t p re m iu m p rices.

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In taking a look at the price pro« 
pects for farm products we m ust 
always have one eye on general 
business conditions. “ Business is 
at a record level and expected ao 
continue n ear this well into 1956.” 
This quotation would fit the state­ 
m ents of m ost econom ists.

“ Protein concentrate prices are 
10 to 20 per cent lower than a y ear 
ago, but slight declines are proba­ 
ble in late fall.“ G enerally hay 
prices are low. 
“ P rices of better grades of fed

steady this su m m er and to stren g ­ 
then in late fall. P rices of lower 
grades probably will weaken seas- 
onlv until the end of the y e a r.” 
“ Hog prices have reached the 
su m m er peak .”— 
“ Soybean prices are likely to re ­

conditions,

“ Cotton in cultivation on July
